Worst Time of 
Year for Pollen 
Starts in August 


Chicago — Summer may 


be on the wane, but there's 
still plenty of grief in store 
for several million hay fever 
sufferers. 


This forecast is voiced in 


the August issue of Today's 
Health, 
published 
by the 


American Medical 
associa- 


tion. 


The length of the hay fe- 


ver season depends on the sec- 
tion of the country. East of 
the Mississippi three main 
seasons plague hay fever vic- 
tims. In the early spring trees 
are active in spreading pol- 
len. From the end of May un- 
til the middle of July numer- 
ous grasses fill the air with 
pollen, the article said. 


The most distressing season' 


occurs from the beginning of 
August until the first frost. 
That's the period when those 
sensitive to ragweed pollen; 
suffer their most agonizing 
moments. 


Different in South 


The article also said that in' 


the south and in California, 
pollen may be in the air near- 
ly the year round, and thei 
season may last from Febru-' 
ary until December, instead 
of two months as in the North- 
eastern states and Canada. 


To cause hay fever a plant] 


must fulfill two conditions.! 
First, the pollen must be al- 
lergically active. Second, it 
must be plentiful, dry. and 
light, so it can be wind-blown.

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Community Chests and United Funds 


have, for many years, sought to bring the 
many health fund drives into the fold of 
a community fund. It is well known that 
the numerous drives now held in almost 
every community of the United States are 
a great problem'to the people who really 
try to support such worthy undertakings. 
However, all efforts to unite these many 
drives under one consolidated fund have 
failed in most communities. 


Now, however, the American Heart 


association has formed a committee of 
physicians, 
scientists 
and 
community 


leaders to study the problem of multiple 
health appeals. Tjie American Cancer so- 
ciety has announced that R is endorsing 
the Heart association plan. It is estimated 
that there are between 40 and 60 voluntary 
health agencies conducting annual cam- 
paigns. Thus if all the campaigns were held 
in any one community there would be ap- 
proximately one each week during the 
year. This has been one of the chief argu- 
ments put forth by those advocating united 
funds to include all such drives on the 
basis of need. 


However, the Heart association and the 


Cancer society evidently have no notion of 
joining a single community fund. The reso- 
lution setting up the study said. "United 
Funds and federated campaigns h;ive not • 
provided satisfactory solutions to the prob- 


lem of multiple health appeals." The pur- 
pose of the study is given in these words: 


To create better understanding of 


the primary health needs of the nation 
and at the same time to provide a 
yardstick for adequate, intelligent 
support of those health causes which 
arc of greatest concern to the greatest 
number of people. 
It is pretty obvious that the groups in- 


terested in promoting the study are not at 
all interested in joining a community fund 
lo end multiple drives. On the other hand 
they are interested in informing the public 
of "an imbalance between the prevalence 
of certain diseases and the amounts of 
money raised to fight them." Since the Na- 
tional Foundation had not been informed 
of the program it is quite likely that the 
study is in part at least directed against 
this organization which has been very suc- 
cessful in raising money for the fight on 
polio although it is well known that polio is 
not either the most prevalent disease or 
the most deadly. Its chief appeal was that it 
attacked children and crippled them. 


However, it is a good thing for the pub- 


lic to be informed on all phases of this 
subject and even those studying the mat- 
ter may learn something. One thing is cer- 
tain — there are too many drives. Even 
though this study is not directed at re- 
ducing drives as much as it is toward dis- 
tributing the income from drives, neverthe- 
less in the final outcome the public may 
benefit if the directors of these drives take 
a good long careful look at themselves. 


A Long Stride in the Race With Russia 


The radio monitoring system known as 


Project Tepee Is a matter of almost unbe- 
lievable significance in our cold war with 
Russia. News stories have told how the sys- 
tem functions by bouncing radio signals for 
great distances using the earth's surface 
and the ionosphere as more or less parallel 
walls to reflect the signals hack and forth. 
AVhen the radio signal strikes the earth 
there is a "hack-scattering" which can he 
detected back at the transmitting receiving 
station. Likewise when such a signal strikes 
ionized clouds from rocket exhausts or 
'bomb blasts there is also a backseat I o-r 
which can be detected with sensitive in- 
struments. 


Anyone who 1m listened to the scratch- 


ing blurring noises that result from radio 
Interference will have sonin idea of the 
terrific job of trying to pick out and identi- 
fy the little scratchy sounds made by an 
atomic blast some thousands of miles away. 


However. Dr. William John Thaler, (he 


naval scientist, who originated the idea, had 
faith that such detection was possible and 
he was able to convince some olbor scien- 
tists that it could 1)0 done, nit hough of 
course a great many thought it was futile. 
However, a real attempt was made and aft- 
er many failures and discouragements on 
Nov. 8. 1957 nn air test center monitored a 
Polaris missile test and obtained a remark- 
able photographic record of a radio bark- 
Kcattcring f/om its exhaust. This record, 
according to one of the scientists, "sold the 
whole program." 


From that moment on the scientists 


became more and more interested in the 
scratches and blotches and gaps that had 


to be interpreted for their records. They 
found they could identify meteors, light- 
ning, northern lights and other disturbances 
such as those from rocket tests. The sci- 
entists became experts in reading the rec- 
ords of these scratches and blotches until 
now they can read these noises as clearly as 
most people read print. They are now able 
not only to identify rocket blasts but also, 
rockets that fail. 


The United Stales has spent billions of 


dollars in its effort to set tip detection and 
retaliatory defenses against hostile aircraft 
and guided missiles. The new warning de- 
vice is expected to supplement the radar 
detection system and to make great addi- 
tional investments in such protection un- 
necessary. Already there is doubt as to the 
need of infra-red detecting satcllities to 
monitor rocket launchings, and many other 
expensive precautions may be found to be 
unnecessary. 


It is said that this new radio-monitoring 


system is capable of detecting instantane- 
ously as much as 05 per cent of all atmos- 
pheric nuclear weapons tests and rocket 
launchings anywhere in the world. It is 
claimed further that, this can be done from 
one station although several are now in op- 
eration in the United Stales. These stations 
cannot, only determine the location of mis- 
sile launchings but can also report accu- 
rately on the performance of a rocket thou- 
sands of miles away. 


It is a tremendous thing and all reports 


indicate that its further development, with 
perhaps higher-powered stations, will pro- 
duce even more detailed information about 
any rocket testing or firing anywhere in 
the world. 


Public Business Shall be Public 


It is now the law in Wisconsin that all 


Kiate. county, city, village or town busi- 
ness shall be conducted In public. Gov. Nel- 
son last week signed Ihe bill which makes 
that the law of Wisconsin. 


Similar measures have been before the 


legislature at each session for perhaps a 
dozen or more years. They wore not passed 
previously because of political bickering 
between the parties. Secrecy has not been 
a serious problem in state government in 
Wisconsin and it was not because the legis- 
lators objected to such a policy that the 
previous bills failed. They failed bemuse 
neither party would willingly give the other 
the credit for its adoption. Due to nn un- 
usual set of circumstances the measure 
which is now law went through the legis- 
lature with both parlies supporting it and 
therefore neither getting credit or blame. 


The bill sets the policy for all govern- 


mental units in tho state. There should be 
no argument about, it in the future, for the 
public meeting is now the law of the state 
and even in cases where exceptions may 
be permitted the established policy is to 
have open meetings and nil meetings 
should be so conducted whenever possible. 


Unquestionably it was the intent of the 


legislature to set an example for the small- 
est hoard and commission to follow. The 
law permits closed meetings tinder certain 
circumstances such as meetings to plan 
purchases of land, meetings for legal con- 
forence and other sessions where personal- 
ity matters m.iy be discussed. However, the 
policy has been made clear by members of 
tho legislature, including thoso of both 
parties nnd by the governor, and it is ex- 
pected that it will be followed by all. 


Freedom Is in Our Hearts 


Stanley Yankus. the former Michigan 


farmer who flew from the United Stales to 
Australia in search of freedom, has learned 
that freedom is not n matter of geography. 
In a recent speech Yankus satd: 


The American Hill of Mights is tlio 


finest document in Jho world but it is 
of no use if it is not observed by the 
courts. I was not fighting for the right 
to grow wheat but for the right lo 
own property. You can't find freedom 
In America or Australia but only in 
the minds of men. 
Whether n nation 


is a hell or n paradise depends on the 
minds of its men. 
This statement by Yankus is unques- 


tionably true. It explains why the I'mon of 
Soviet Socialist Republics can 1m e one of 
Ihe most liberal and progressive constitu- 
tions in the world and still remain the 
home of absolute tyranny. When tho pio- 
neer Americans drafted their constitution 
and set up the republic they were warned 
that they could have a republic if they 
could keep it. 


When Yankus thought he saw part of 


bis freedom being taken away from him 
ho made a serious protest, but when he 
failed to get all be wanted be moved to 
Australia. His act of moving bis family to 
thai far off land dramatized the situation 
and brought thp eyes of the public into 
focus on the bureaucratic mess thai was 
and still is encroaching on Ihe freedom of 
everyone. 


Ktit freedoms are not won by mere 


protests or by retreats to other countries. 
Freedoms will be maintained if they aro 
demanded by people who will stand and 
fight for them. This is true in Australia as 
well as m America and no one can escape 
the struggle by running from it. 


What needs to be done is to change the 


minds of our leaders. That can never be 
done by offering individual or logical argu- 
ments Jo them. It is best done in a democra- 
cy by building a majority in favor of free- 
dom and against oppression. Majorities can 
bring quick results in a democracy where- 
as a single voice protesting from Australia 
is unlikely lo have much influence.
